Continuation of 13. Other: As to Applicant's arguments regarding claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 first, Examiner respectfully 
disagrees because the cited passages that Applicant relied upon to overcome the rejection is not support for the claim limitation. "The 
business object is responsible for validation of the operation" is not the same as "data validating" as recited in the claim 1. Further, as 
dicslosed from the specification "Instep 26, reading and validating of the data is performed and errors are logged. Further, the 
doimportExport method provided by the business object is invoked", nowhere in the passage that the business object doing the data 
validating, the doimportExport method is invoked is part of step 26 along with validating the data and error logging. Applicant also relied 
on the passage "the business object ... or updating the data" (page 8, lines 1-2) does not specific teach data validating, wherein 
validation could be validate the operation which is support by the specification. Applicant is also directed to the Response to the 
Arguments from the previous Office action for the Examiner's position regarding teaching of Wess and Sprenger. Therefore, the 
arguments are not persuasive and the rejection is maintained. 
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
